At a press conference on the site 
of the proposed Pinnacle Aeropark 
Project, Congressman David Bonior 
voiced his opposition to what he con¬ 
siders “urban sprawl.” 

Bonior believes a project as laige 
as Pinnacle belongs in a major city 
like Detroit, not Romulus. 

The Pinnacle Project, a proposed 
commercial development district 
south of the airport, has been a debat¬ 
able issue on all levels of Michigan 
government The recent possibility of 
an authority to govern the area sepa¬ 
rate from the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission has caused much conflict be¬ 
tween county commissioners and 
Governor John Engler and Wayne 
County Executive Edward MacNa- 
mara. 

“It shows a lack of leadership and 
priorities to locate a major develop¬ 
ment with thousands of potential jobs 
so far outside Detroit,” said Bonior in 
a recent press release. 

The Pinnacle, Bonior believes, not 
only lacks local representation, it 
highlights the growing problem of ur¬ 


ban sprawl and the lack of attention 
the Engler-Posthumus Administra¬ 
tion has paid to Michigan’s urban 
centers. 

“We don’t need additional 
sprawl,” said Bonior. He also believes 
this project creates unnecessary pres¬ 
sure and stress on the natural environ¬ 
ment. 

Friends of the Earth, an interna¬ 
tional environmental group an¬ 
nounced they would endorse Bonior 
for Governor at the recent confer¬ 
ence. 

“The Engler-Posthumus Adminis¬ 
tration has been a disaster for the en¬ 
vironment and David Bonior is the 
best candidate to turn Michigan 
around,” said Friends of the Earth 
President Brent Blackwelder. 

As a congressman, Bonior has 
taken steps to help preserve Michi¬ 
gan’s environment. During the April 
10 oil spill in the Rouge and Detroit 
Rivers, he called for an emergency 
clean up of these areas. Recently 
along with U.S. Representative Nick 
Smith, he lobbied for 20 million dol¬ 
lars to increase conservation funding 
in an effort to save more wetlands 
and agriculture.

Four children kidnapped

In an effort to protect four broth¬ 
ers from an "unsafe environment," 
Child Protective Services removed 
them from the home of parents Mil- 
ton and Delores Cleveland, and 
placed them with the paternal grand¬ 
mother, Simplieia Cleveland of Ro¬ 
mulus. 

"The four brothers, John Watson 
Junior, age 6, Larry Cleveland, age 
4, Jay Cleveland, age 2 and James 
Cleveland, age 1 were taken from 
the parent's home in February by Or¬ 


chards In Home Services, who re¬ 
ported that the home was unsafe for 
the children and therefore the chil¬ 
dren would be placed in a temporary 
home until further investigations 
could determine the best course of 
action in placing the children in per¬ 
manent homes. 

Although the grandmother was 
given temporary custody of the chil¬ 
dren, Child Protective Services con¬ 
tinued to investigate while allowing 
visitation with the boys. On March 
14, Orchards In Home Services had 
a meeting with the parents and the 
children, who did not show for the 


scheduled meeting. 

It was discovered shortly there¬ 
after that the children had been taken 
from the grandmother's home for 
visitation and were not returned. 

Warrants were sought by the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department on both 
parents, and approved on kidnapping 
chaiges. 

At this time, the Romulus Police 
have no leads as to the children’s 
whereabouts.

Window on Wayne 


A partial 
history of city’s 
fire stations

City officials and citizens of 
Wayne participated in a historic 
event at 11 hours, Saturday, May 4, 
when they joined Wayne Fire Chief 
Rob Dahlman, Mayor A1 Haidous, 
City Manager John Zech and 
members of the city council in the 
dedication and flag-raising ceremo¬ 
ny of the new Interim Fire Station. 

The interim facility, located at 
35200 Fbrest Street, will house the 
fire station personnel and equip¬ 
ment until a new facility wifi be 
completed on Wayne Road, just 
north of the City Hall. When the 
new facility is completed, the De¬ 
partment of Public Works will oc¬ 
cupy the interim station. 

And, now let’s flip back a few 
pages to learn about some of the 
past stations and how they got to 
be what they are today. 

The residents of Wayne have 
joined the fire fighters of the past in 
celebration of new fire stations 
over the many yeans of the village 
and city’s existence. 

Let’s go back to the Village of 
Wayne which was founded in April 
12,1869 - that’s less than five years 
after Lee’s surrender and the end 
of the Civil War. The Village did not 
have a fire station at that time. 

If fire struck in the early years, 
the residents would turn out with 
their buckets and form a bucket 
brigade to fight the fire. 

Fire had become a problem in 
Wayne and the Village Fathers saw 
a need for some fire protection. 

So, in 1893, the Village Council 
approved the purchase of a Ram¬ 
sey Hand Pump and a two-hose 
cart. The Ramsey engine was 
made of wood, had a tub to hold 
water and large brakes on the side 
to pump up and down to force wa¬ 
ter out of a nozzle. The residents 
would turn out at the call of fire, 
and the race to save life and prop¬ 
erty was on. They would supply 
water to the tub by bucket

brigade. 

The cart and tub were really an 
advance in fire fighting. The Ram¬ 
sey Engine was stored at the 
Treedmont Motel at Washington 
and Michigan Avenue for a short 
time. That’s the site of the Com¬ 
cast Building today. In later years, 
the engine was stored in the 
Proudy and Glass Carriage Works 
on Sophia (Elizabeth Street) and 
the Railroad. 

In 1911, the first organized offi¬ 
cial Village Fire Department was 
created. 

The Village of Wayne Volunteer 
Fire Department with 14 volunteer 
firemen under the direction of Fire 
Chief Charles Goudy was formed. 
The Ramsey engine was moved to 
the Village Hall and was manned 
by the Volunteer Firemen in time 
of a fire. 

With the automobile came the 
progress that introduced the fire 
engine. 

So, by 1917, the Village ofWayne 
purchased a 1917 Ford Model T- 
Truck to carry fire-fighting equip¬ 
ment to any blaze - this was not a 
fire truck but a truck to carry fire¬ 
fighting equipment. 

The Engine House was added 
to the east side of the Village Hall 
to house the fire equipment. 

And I am sure that at the time 
there was a fire station dedicatioa 
but there is no documented record 
that a ceremony was staged for the 
citizens at the time.

In 1958, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
established Law Day USA to 
strengthen the hentage of liberty and 
justice under the law. In 196L a 
joint resolution of Congress made 
May 1 the official date for celebrat¬ 
ing Law Day USA. 

Envisioned as an opportunity to 
educate, build citizenship and aware¬ 
ness about our legal system, and to 
instill a sense of justice, Law Day 
has become a regular practice in 
schools and senior centers across 
America. 

Romulus and Belleville High stu¬ 
dents, and seniors from the Romulus 
and Belleville area took part in the 
34th District Court's celebration of 
Law Day, on May 1. Viewed also as 
an opportunity to bring senior citi¬ 
zens and teenagers together, the an¬ 
nual event in the district has grown 
to the extent that two of the court¬ 
rooms were utilized at this year’s 
34th District Court Law Day. 

Judge Tina Brooks Green and 
Judge Brian Oakley monitored the 
students and seniors as they took 
part in a mock trial written by 
Belleville Attorney Tom White. The 
case; a domestic abuse situation be¬ 
tween an elderly aunt and teen 
nephew. 

Students were given assignments 
as jurors, prosecuting attorneys,

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Can’t hide strawberry 
Festival molestation 


We took a lot of flak last week after pub¬ 
lishing a story about a carnival worker al¬ 
legedly molesting -a five-year-old when 
Pugh Shows came to Belleville last summer 
during the Strawberry Festival. 

It appears that some people do not be¬ 
lieve news like this belongs in a family 
newspaper. They, in my opinion, would 
rather sweep it under the floor so that no 
one knows about it. They feel a terrible act 
like this molestation tarnishes the Strawber¬ 
ry Festival and might possibly limit the suc¬ 
cess of Belleville’s big summertime event. 

As a newspaper, we have the responsibil¬ 
ity to report news, good or bad. The Straw¬ 
berry Festival has had this same carnival 
coming to town year after year, and to my 
knowledge this is the first incident of any 
type. These types of crimes happen, 
whether we like it or not, and I think it is 
important that every mother and father 
know about them, so that they are extra 
careful when leaving their children with 
strangers. 

In this case, ironically, the accused, Max 
Wright was in charge of children’s rides for 
Pugh Shows. Wright invited a woman and 
her child, the alleged victim, to stay in his 
trailer while he was in town with the show. 
Sometime, during the night, the mother 
woke up allegedly finding Wright fondling 
her five-year-old daughter. She immediate¬ 
ly dressed her two children and left the 
trailer. 

Unfortunately, Wright and the show were 
gone the next day. It was also determined 
that Wright might have possibly fondled the 
child when she left to buy food at a store. 
Police didn’t catch up with Wright until he 
was stopped for a traffic violation in North 
Carolina several months later. He has since 
been returned to Wayne County where he 
awaits trial. 

This could have happened anywhere and 
is a story of a careless mother leaving her

Woodmore was killed while attempting to 
arrest a drug dealer. 

It is said an anonymous donor came up 
with the money to purchase this beautiful 
and thoughtful memorial. To the donor and 
those who worked hard to make this hap¬ 
pen — you deserve special kudos. 

Being a cop in Inkster takes a tremen¬ 
dous amount of dedication. The pay is low 
and the risk is high. Unlike most suburban 
communities, Inkster’s rate of crime is high, 
and police officers take their own lives into 
their hands, each and.every day they patrol 
city streets. This monument is a fitting trib¬ 
ute to not only the four that died in the line 
of duty, but every police officer who straps 
a holster and wears a badge in protecting 
our neighborhoods. 



Good-bye to the Belle Isle zoo 


Greatest buddy picture? 

While film critics may have 
crowned Dustin Hoffman and John 
Voight the King and Prince of the 
Buddies for Midnight Cowboy, I al¬ 
ways preferred A1 Pacino and Gene 
Hackman in Scarecrow , a movie 
about two drifters crossing the 
country in dreams of opening a car 
wash. 

Hoffinan’s method acting grates 
on me, but the real reason I fancy 
Scarecrow was because of its De¬ 
troit connection. Pacino and Hack¬ 
man’s journey ended at the fountain 
at Belle Isle. 

Though in Scarecrow the foun¬ 
tain and Detroit symbolized the 
depths to which the buddies had 
sunk, it was enough that they went 
to Belle Isle, which houses fond 
memories for me and, I hope, many 
other Detroiters who grew up in the 
Motor City before it became the 
Murder City of Scrarecrow. 

And before Belle Isle’s bridge 
served as the setting for a the night¬ 
mare suicide of a woman urged onto 
suicide by a howling mob, a blow to 
the Renaissance City’s national im¬ 
age in the nineties. 

In those days, Belle Isle, with its 
zoo, beaches, gardens, river, casino, 
bridge, bandstand, canoe shelter, 


and yacht club was one of down¬ 
town Detroit’s many jewels that 
made city living more civilized than 
its pale suburban imitation. 

Designed by the legendary land¬ 
scape architect Frederick Law Olm- 
stead in the late 19th centuiy, Belle 
Isle was built as part of a city build¬ 
ing movement that swept the na¬ 
tion. During the Gilded Age, Robber 
Barons, subsidize! by a friendly gov¬ 
ernment, created a smoky industrial 
America. With the profits, the 
Barons, their charities, and like- 
minded local governments invested 
a fortune in libraries, museums, 
public art, and beautiful parks to 
upgrade the citizenry. 

Motivated by that spirit, Detroit 
bought Belle Isle in 1879. According 
to Friends of Belle Isle, the park 
helped put Detroit on the map. 
While that’s debatable, local history 
documents contain many Kodak 
moments: pictures of tum-of-the- 
century women in knee-length 
bathing suits; Fourth of July crowds 
picnicking below the bandstand; 
and courting couples in canoes. 

Growing up in the fifties, I re¬ 
member sailors lining the bridge on 
summer nights in hopes of meeting 
girls. 

But most of all I remember a city 



dedicated to creating beautiful pub¬ 
lic spaces and sparing no expense to 
doit. 

I write about Belle Isle because 
Detroit Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick 
proposes to close the Belle Isle zoo 
to save $670,000 this year and up to 
$1.3 million in future years. 

According to Monday’s Detroit 
Free Press, “Zoological Institute Di¬ 
rector Ron Kagan told [Detroit] 
City Council members that he 

wants to close the zoo permanently . 
»» 

How times change. 

Today our government spends 
billions subsidizing the enrichment 
of multinational corporations and 
the defense of Japan, Israel, and 
Western Europe, while municipali¬ 
ties, like Canton, who seek to invest 
in parks or theaters, can’t afford to 
create anything on Belle Isle’s scale, 
which is another way of saying we 
can’t afford to invest in elevating civ¬ 
ilization. 


Aren’t losers supposed to be weepers Easy to make life a Jenny Jones show 


Remember the saying, “losers 
weepers, finders keepers?” Some of 
the big corporations seem to have 
turned that upside down. 

In professional sports, if a man¬ 
ager’s team finished in last place a 
couple of years in a row, he is paid 
what he is owed contractually and 
fired. The under-performing players 
do not get bonuses and their jobs 
may be in jeopardy when the new 
manager takes over. 

Two m^jor corporations, Enron 
and K-Mart seem to have rewarded 
the losers and fired the victims. At 
both companies, which recently 
went in to Chapter 11 bankruptcy, 
current executives have been given 
large bonuses and severance pack¬ 
ages and “loans” that were not ex¬ 
pected to be repaid. 

Meanwhile, hapless workers have 
been fired (laid off) with little or no 
severance pay and have lost their 
health insurance. This in addition to 
losing significant value in their 401K 
retirement plans because of the dra¬ 
matic decrease in the value of com¬ 
pany stock. 



K-Mart’s former Chairman and 
CEO Charles Conway was given a 
$4.5 million severance package when 
he resigned shortly after the compa¬ 
ny entered bankruptcy in late Janu¬ 
ary of this year. He had been given a 
$5 million ‘loan” in June of last year 
which the company forgave. 

Twenty-four other K-Mart execu¬ 
tives were given “loans” totaling 
$28.8 million. The loans are called 
“retention” loans supposedly meant 
to persuade key employees to re¬ 
main with the company and con¬ 
tribute their “expertise” to turning 
the company around. Nine of the 
twenty-four have already left. While 
generalizations are never applicable 
to all members of a group, why 
would those who had driven the 


company to the brink of extinction 
be given large monetary payments 
to stay with the company? 

The loans were suggested by K- 
Mart board’s compensation com¬ 
mittee (made up of outside direc¬ 
tors and company officials) which 
now is investigating itself to see if 
anything improper was done. The 
board of directors approved the 
loans and generous severance pack¬ 
ages. 

At Enron, the situation is makes 
even less sense if the loans and 
bonuses were meant to keep the ex¬ 
ecutives on board. Some of them 
were part of a huge scam and may 
be facing civil and/or criminal 
charges. Granted, they know the 
company “inside and out” but in this 
case that’s not a plus. 

Of course there could be another 
reason for the big payoffs. Were 
some of them asked to sign “confi¬ 
dentiality” agreements requiring 
them not to discuss company affairs 
with anyone (including plaintiffs in 
civil suits and government regula¬ 
tors)?

Staly, Madonna compete 
for two-year seat on board

Eleven Plymouth-Canton area 
hopefuls are running for school 
board seats in the June 10 election. 
Nine are competing for two of the 
four-year terms up for grabs. Two, 
Debra Madonna and Marcy Staley, 
the subjects of this article, are seek¬ 
ing the sole two-year term. We will 
begin reporting on the others next 
week. 

Incumbent Staley, appointed 
last December, has been married 
for 20 years and has three children. 
A State University of New York 
graduate with a B. Sc. in biology, 
from she has been an analytical 
and research biochemist. 

A Canton resident for 15 years, 
she served as Community School 
Council President, on the Housing 
and Facilities Committee for 
boundary changes, on school hiring 
committees, as a Canton High 
School Baseball Booster, a PTO 
Treasurer, on the Michigan Acade¬ 
my of Gymnastics, and as Forgot¬ 
ten Harvest Comedy Night chair¬ 
person. 

Feeling that the district’s most 
pressing problem is financing and 
budgeting, she said that Proposal 
A will force the district to tighten 
its belt further, especially if teach¬ 
ers negotiate raises. 

‘We must seek new ways to in¬ 
crease revenues,” she said 

She proposes lobbying for 
changes in Prop A, enrolling more 
students by being competitive and 
offering more program choices, im¬ 


proving and expanding the work of 
the Educational Excellence Foun¬ 
dation, and partnering more with 
local businesses. 

Staley also believes that the 
board needs to improve the com¬ 
municating the district’s positive 
accomplishments to the communi¬ 
ty. 

‘We are leaps and bounds ahead 
of other districts in curriculum de¬ 
velopment,” she said. 

She would like to see better fol¬ 
low-up with citizen’s questions and 
a better Web site. But most impor¬ 
tant to her is increasing staff devel¬ 
opment. She said, ‘‘We need to 
make the funding available to train 
our staff properly so that teachers 
can teach and students can learn.” 

Debra Madonna, a lifelong, Ply¬ 
mouth resident, attended Ply- 
mouth-Canton schools. Married 
with three children, she has served 
as Music in the Park chairperson, a 
member of Karmanos Cancer Insti¬ 
tute, Marian Women’s Center, St. 
Mary Mercy Hospital Advisory 
Board, Plymouth Community Arts 
Council, and the Plymouth-Canton 
School Community Council, 
among other organizations. 

She said that the district’s top 
priorities should be finances, 
teacher layoffs, accountability and 
integrity, accessibility and open¬ 
ness, parental involvement, equity, 
fairness, and budgeting. 

“We need to know how much 
money we’re getting and when 
we’re getting it,” she said. “Right 
now, the manner in which we 
spend public funds is a bit of a 


mystery.” 

Madonna sees a need for open 
budget workshops, giving citizens a 
chance to share and voice their 
concerns during the budget plan¬ 
ning process; and a need for the 
district to share all financial details 
in a public forum. 

Madonna doesn’t understand 
why, when the district has been 
saying they are on sound financial 
grounds, there is a need for teacher 
layoffs. She criticizes the board for 
approving teachers’ layoff notices 
before seeing next year’s budget 
data, especially since the board 
spent $400,000 days before an¬ 
nouncing the layoffs. 

“What message are we sending 
to our teachers when the board 
demonstrates a willingness to ter¬ 
minate their jobs without research¬ 
ing alternatives?” she asks. 

Madonna’s primary concern for 
the district is the lack of communi¬ 
cation with parents. She believes 
there is no forum for community 
members to address the board; 
that at meetings the board does 
not give prompt responses or an¬ 
swers to questions. 

‘The school board must be ac¬ 
countable to the people it serves,” 
she said. 

Strongly in support of honesty 
and the ability to communicate in 
an open and fair manner, she 
promises to work to make this a 
board standard. 

“I don’t support changes in poli¬ 
cies that interfere with the public’s 
ability to voice their views or obtain 
information,” she said.
